Locate for comfortable viewing. Avoid placing where sunlight or other bright light (including reflections) will fall on the screen.

Do not wipe the LCD with water 

Clean the L CD using a dry soft cloth such as gauze. If the LCD is heavily soiled, apply 
OA cleaner for LCD panels to the cloth and wipe off gently. Do not use keton chemicals 
such as acetone, solvents such as xylen or toluene, or water. 



Wipe the cabinet with a soft cloth 

If the cabinet is heavily soiled, wipe with a well-wrung soft cloth dipped in kitchen 
cleanser (neutral) diluted with water. 




CAUTION : 

If water or similar substances get inside the monitor via the liquid crystal panel surface, a malfunction may result.
